Ford Steps Up
L. B. Production
ToFill Orders

Schultz - and Peckham, local
Ford dealers, discloged this week
that they had been advised the
Long Beach assembly plant of
the Ford Motor Company - had
been forced to stép up its pro-
duction activity from a five.
day to a' six-day wéek, to meet
an “evor-lncl_‘easing demand” for
Ford cars, .

“According to word. from J. R.
Davis, Western sales supervisor,
it became necessary to add one
full working day to the pro-
duction schedule  éarly’ this
month, when it became apparent
sales were sky-rocketing to new
highs,” the local dealers said. |

“It is now evident why. At
the end of the first ten days
of May, our sales in Southern
California and Arizona' were al-
ready 70 percent ahead of the
same ten-day period of last
lear. This is the fifth consecu-
tive month that has seen a
sales improvement of at least
50 percent . . an amazing record
in which our local salés, we are
proud to say, have played an
important part.”

Hence,
authorities advise that measles
patients should be under a phy-
siclan’s care.
